Examiner's Amendment

2. Claims 1 thru 6 are allowed. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for 
allowance: The references of record, either singularly or in combination, do not teach or suggest 
at least a high-voltage PMOS transistor comprising: wherein a lower boundary of the n- 
conductive well extends a shorter distance into the p-conductive substrate away from the upper 
surface underneath said drain region than the lower boundary of the n-conductive well extends 
into the p-conductive substrate away from the upper surface underneath said source region, and a 
lower boundary of the p-conductive well extends a farther distance into the n-conductive well 
away from the upper surface underneath said drain region than the lower boundary of the p- 
conductive well extends into the n-conductive well away from the upper surface underneath a 
region lateral to said drain region.
